Very Small Majority; Johnson Beats 
Russ For Commissioner In Southeast 


District. Light Vote Polled. 


The unofficial returns from 
Tuesday’s run-off primary show 
that only about two thousand yot- 
ers went to the polls throughout 
Coffee County. Complete returns 
could not be compiled, as it was 
impossible to see returning officers 
when they delivered the return 
boxes. Twenty-eight boxes out of 
the thirty in the county have been 
tabulated on the race for United 
States Senator, giving Senator 
Hugo Black a majority of 73 votes 
in the county over Thos. E. Kilby. 
It is not thought that the result 
will be changed any considerable 
amount by the official count. 

Mrs. A. Y, Malone, for National 
Committeewoman, carried the 
county by a large vote, her oppo- 
nent, Mrs. J. KE. Frazier, having 
received only 188 votes, in the 
twenty-seven boxes tabulated in 
this race, 

In the race for delegate to the 


National Democratic Convention 
W. M, Brunson received a total of 
1295 votes to Mr. Boswell 549, in 
the tabulation from the twenty- 
seven boxes. In the district no 
definite news could be received, 
however, the Wednesday daily pa- 
pers gave the tabulation in about 
half of the boxes in the district, 
which shows that Mr. Boswell had 
a small lead. 

The official count of the returns 
will be made this morning (Thurs- 
day) by the Democratic Executive 
Committee at Elba. We are giv- 
ing the unofficial tabulation in to- 
day’s paper. 

In the race for County Commis- 
sioner in the Southeast District N, 
M. Johnson defeated L. P. Russ 
by a total of 128 votes according 
to reports reaching Elba Wednes- 
day morning. We could not get a 
complete tabulation on this race, 
having only six boxes out of the 
nine in that district.

Senator Hugo Black, of Birming- 
ham, who announced during the 
campaign before the second pri- 
mary that although “personally and 
politically dry’ he would vote for 
a referendum on prohibition, last 
night had been renominated over 
former Gov. Thomas HE. Kilby, of 
Anniston, also favoring a referen- 
dum, on the basis of unofficial re- 
turns, by a margin of well over 
25,000 votes. 

The Associated Press and Adver- 
tiser tabulation at midnight gave 
Black 88,643 votes to 63,054 for 
Kilby with 1,584 boxes out of 
2,186 accounted for. Political ob-

Dr. Harman said that there are 
three ways of relieving the State 
of its present dilemma. One is to 
cut and cut and cut and cut until 
there is nothing left to cut. This 
plan, he said would wreck our pub- 
lie school system and was unthink- 
able and impossible of contempla- 
tion in a State that has made such 


progress as Alabama has made in 
all fields of public service in the 
past 25 years, 

Another way to balance the 
budget, Dr. Harmay said, “would 
be to levy additional taxes of one 
kind or another in _ sufficient 
amount to strike the desired bal- 
ance. This, too, is not to be con- 
templated at such a time as this, 
when the taxpayers are already 
groaning under a heavier tax bur- 
den than they can bear.”’ He main- 
tained that additional levies on 
property for the purpose of sup- 
porting education or for any other 
purpose was now utterly out of the 
question. 

“The third way out,” he said, 
“is to reduce appropriations wher- 
ever possible to do so Without sac- 
rificing the most vital services ren- 
dered by the State and in addition 
thereto by levying such additional 
revenue as reasonably could be ex- 
pected to be placed upon the peo- 
ple of the State.” 

He pointed out that it is not the 
function of the State superinten- 
dent of education or those official- 
ly or professionally engaged in 
education to plan a revenue sys- 


tem for the State. However, he 
said he believed the people would 
endorse and support a reasonable 
program for balancing the budget 
and particularly for the support of 
education, 

Dr, Harman said that in view of 
the fact that in nearly every coun- 
ty and district in the State the 
teachers have not been paid for a 
greater part of their past year’s 
services, he thinks it unwise to 
open the schools next Fall unless 
it is known where the necessary 
funds are coming from as_ the 
teachers have reached their limit 
of teaching without pay. 

Dr. BE. M. Shackleford, president 
of Troy State Teachers College, 
followed Dr. Harman with a ring- 
ing speech in which he endorsed 
what his predecessor had said, em- 
phasizing and adding to some of 
Dr. Harman’s statements, Dr. 
Shackleford showed by a chart and 
financial statement recently circu- 
lated by the State that the Depart- 
ment of Education is the only de- 
partment of our State government 
that has not been paid in full and 
that the other departments have 
been paid with money that should 
have gone to the educational de- 
partment. 

Judge J. A. Carnley made an 
eloquent appeal to the people of 
Coffee County to rally to the sup- 
port of the schools and to bring 
strong pressure to bear upon the 
Governor to call a special session 
of the legislature and do some- 
thing that will enable the schools 
to open in the Fall, as to have the 
schools closed would be nothing 
short of a calamity.

8. That in working out a fiscal 
policy for the solution of our finan- 


cial problems we urge: 


(a) Such business adminis- 
tration of all phases of Govern- 
ment as will make possible the 
maximum use of every public 
dollar. 

(b) That expenses every- 
where be cut to the limit con- 
sistent with essential and nec- 
essary public services, 

(c) That, without increasing 
the present ad valorem taxes, a 
reasonable amount of additional 
revenues be raised from such 
sources as may not now be car- 
rying their fair share of the 
total cost of Government. 

4. That we fully realize in this 
hour of great distress everybody 
should bear his share of the bur- 
dens and make his share of the 
sacrifices. However, we plead for 
justice and equality for education 
and urge that it be placed on a 
parity with all other departments, 
arms and agencies of the State 
Government, 

5. That we appeal to our citi- 
zens in’ every walk of life to lay 
aside personal feelings, political 
ambitions and all forms of selfish- 
ness and join hands in rising to 
that level of patriotism which will 
place our beloved State on a sound, 
wise financial basis, and at the 


ties which will not handicap-them 
in the race of life. 

6. That in our efforts to ac- 
complish these high purposes we 
pledge our hearty cooperation to 
the Governor and to the Legisla- 
ture, trusting to their patriotic and 
devoted efforts to provide promptly 
the relief of which we now stand 
in such distressing need,
